“The Church as a Factor in Na¬ 
tion Building" waa the subjct of an 
interesting address given by Dr. L. 
8. Klinck. president of the University 
of British Columbia at a meeting of 
the Women’s Educational Club, held 
recently In New Westminster. In 
the course of his address Dr. Klinck 
emphasized the work the church is j 
expected to do to meet ihe needs j 
brought about by the present period I 
of reconstruction. 

His analysis of the conditions in, 
which the church found itself after] 
the upheaval of the world war led 
up to his conclusion that while the 
world had much of evangelisation. 
Christianization with um was £gr 
from being a finished work. The 
forces of reaction were very strong 
after such a war. but pessimism 
must be fought and broken, and 
while some Idealists were most em¬ 
bittered by the conditions following 
the struggle, there was a field fori 
the brotherhood of man to be ad- 
danced both within and ikiihout the 
church. 

Its Tasks. 

As for the particular tasks of the 
church In relation to the buildipg of 
the nation* Dr- Klinck presented 
first the social duties. He held that 
the inspiration of social life should 
come from the church In recrea¬ 
tion, men need to play as well as 
pray, and as this draa indispensible 
for the young, the church must lend 
support to all forms of recreation' 
under wiseisupervision. In the edu¬ 
cational field, the church should in¬ 
spire the school to fulfill more id»- 
quateiy its -tasks and sho ul d l e ad the 
people to realize the value of taking 
advantage of educational facilities. 
As. for elevating the political stand¬ 
ard. the government was what the 
t>eople are, and what they desire is; 
the court of last appeal. Hence the 
responsibility resting on the church: 
»o develop a higher type of Citizen-1 
ship, and raise the standard of po¬ 
litical life. In this connection, the; 
speaker emphasised the need fori 
training in leadership. Referring to I 
the, dearth of candidates for the min-! 
is try he questioned if the fault did j 
not lie with the church. “Have w« 
caught* the right spirit in our appeal." 
he said. Have we left the initiative 
with the individual rather than have 
the church practising divine con- 
I soription and throwing out the chal¬ 
lenge which will appeal to men.” 
To build a great nation which will- 
have Christianizing Influence, there 
must be moral and religious train¬ 
ing.
